Lincoln is a county town on the banks of the River 
Witham. It is of considerable antiquity, the name itself 
z - being of Roman origin, and a contraction of the Latin 
£ Lindum Colonia. Among its chief attractions is the 
o Cathedral which rears its stately pile high above the 
5 surrounding buildings. This magnificent edifice was 
* commenced about 1075 and rebuilt during the 12th and 
5 18th centuries by St. Hugh of Lincoln. 
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
